There were indications that in- 
dustrial ‘plants and business estab- 
lishments faced the loss of mil- 
lions of dollars. Part-time un- 
employment for thousands was in 
prospect, as well as sharp reduc- 
tions in payrolls. | 

Amusement centers sought to 
work out some method of lighting 
their establishments, Although re- 
strictions against elevator use 
were not in full force in some of- 
fice buildings today, thousands of 
workers toiled up the steps and 
reported late for work.

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GOERING THUMBS 
NOSE AT SCHACHT 
WHO DESCRIBED 


NO. 2 NAZI AS NERO 


Then Tries to Laugh Off 
Account of Tea, Where 
He Wore Toga and 
Jewels, Painted Lips 


and Rouged Cheeks.

NUERNBERG, May 3 (By 
Radio)—Hermann Goering put a 
thumb to his nose, wriggled his 
fingers and exclaimed audibly, 
“you bloody piece of filth!” when 
evidence was placed before the 
international military tribunal to- 
day that Hijalmar Schacht had 
compared the former Reichs- 
marshal to Nero and described his 
appearance at a tea in Roman 
toga and sandals, encrusted in 
jewels, with lips painted and 
cheeks rouged. 

Then Goering decided to take 
the matter as a joke and pre- 
tended to shake with merriment. 
Joining in the hilarity were his 
particular cronies in the dock, 
Rudolf Hess, Joachim von Rib- 
bentrop and Grand Adm. Karl 
Doenitz. 

After his capture in 1945, 
Schacht wrote out for Americas 
interrogators a vitriolic delinea- 
tion of Goering, who as chief of 
the four-year plan had stripped 
the banker of all authority as 
plenipotentiary for war economy. 

His Views on Goering. 

This deliberate characterization 
of the No. 2 Nazi, made public 
for the first time, was as follows: 

“I call Hitler an amoral type, but 
I can only regard Goering as im- 
moral and criminal. Endowed by 
nature with a certain bonhommie 
- which he managed to exploit in 
the interest of his own popularity, 
he was the most egocentric being 
imaginable. 

“The assumption of political 
power by the Nazis in 1933 was 
for him solely a means for per- 
sonal enrichment and personal 
good living. The success of others 
filled him with envy. His greed 
‘knew no bounds. His predilection 
for jewels, gold and finery was 
incredible. He knew no comrade- 
ship. He was friendly only to 
those who were useful to him and 
then merely on the surface. 

“Goering’s knowledge in all 
fields and particularly in eco- 
nomics equalled zero. Of all the 
economic matters which Hitler 
entrusted to him in the autumn 
of 1936 he had not the faintest 
glimmer, though he created an 
immense official apparatus and 
misused outrageously his powers 
as lord over all economy. 

“In his personal appearance he 
was so theatrical that you could 
compare him only to Nero.

maintained” as long as there are 
inflationary pressures on meat 
prices. 

A White House statement as- 
serted: 

“The President wishes it clearly 
understood that as long as there 
are dangerous upward pressures 
on meat prices and as long as the 
Government has the authority to 
deal with them, price controls on 
livestock and meat will be firmly 
maintained. 

“Both Secretary of Agriculture 
Anderson and Economic Stabilizar 
tion Director Bowles concur in 
this view.” 

The White House said the state- 
ment was issued to clear up con- 
fusion about the President’s atti- 


tude. 

Earlier, Speaker Rayburn 
(Dem.), Texas, told the House 
price controls on beef should be 
removed and that he had made 
his position known “to people in 
high places.” 

Rayburn said he was “not en- 
amored” with the amendments the 
House did approve, but supported 
the proposal of Representative 
Wadsworth (Rep.), New York, to 
exempt cattle from control. Wads- 
worth said both Truman and An- 
derson now acknowledge that dis- 
tressful conditions exist in the 
meat industry, including a nation- 
wide black market, and that it 
may be necessary “to take OPA 
out” of meat control. 

Meanwhile, in the Senate Bank- 
ing Committee, Senators Barkley 
(Dem.), Kentucky, and Wagner 
(Dem.), New York, regarded as 
stanch friends of the OPA, criti- 
cized some of its methods. 

Both are on the record as fav- 
oring extension of price controls 
without major changes, but Bark- 
ley said that OPA in some cases 
was guilty of “interminable de 
lay.” 

Wagner told an OPA official, 
“you have too much red tape, I 
think.” 

The remarks came when Ernest 
Heilman, price executive of OPA’s 
hardware branch, was replying 
to a contention by Robert Seidel, 
a director of the National Retail 
Dry Goods Association, that OPA 
procedures prevented the manu- 
facture of lawnmowers. 

Seidel exhibited three lawn- 
mowers. He said the Dry Goods 
Association wanted “removal of 
all inflationary controls.” 

The committee is considering 
legislation to extend price con- 
trols a year beyond June 30. 
Heilman said OPA _ granted 
lawnmower manufacturers a 17 
per cent price ceiling increase 
last November over 1941 and that 
a new order effective yesterday, 
brought the increase up to 28 per 
cent. 

The manufacturers, Heilman 
said, knew of the last increase in 


the first week of April and were 
satisfied. He said their problem 
has been labor and materials, but 
Seidel contended it was a matter 
of price ceilings. 

Barkley commented: 

“I’d like to know whom to be- 
lieve. We get two sides to every 
question and sometimes half a 
dozen.” 

Barkley, discussing red _ tape, 
said he knew of an instance in 
which OPA delayed action on a 
requested price ceiling so long 
that 1500 men were out of work 
for six months, ' 

Barkley noted the effective date 
of yesterday on the new lawn- 
mower price increase and said the 
timing was “fuel on the flames of 
those who oppose OPA.” He not- 
ed that “a snicker went around 
this table” when the date was 
mentioned. 

Seidel urged abolition of OPA 
regulations which he contended 
imposed: 3 

“Controls that retard produc- 
tion, force quality deterioration, 
encourage subterfuge, hamper re- 
conversion, raise the cost of liv- 
ing.” 

Seidel enumerated these com- 
plaints of his organization against 
OPA: 

“Consumers have been severely 
penalized because they are com- 
pelled to purchase inferior sub- 
stitutes in price ranges much 
higher than those in which they 
would normally buy. 

“Manufacturers of far too many 
important lines have been cam- 
pelled to discontinue production 
of prewar commodities that they 
were skilled in making in great 
volume, and to shift to lines in 
which they are not experienced. 

They have been forced to. de- 
velop wholly unnecessary new 
products as a subterfuge to ob- 
tain price relief, whereas in most 
cases the new products are not 
equal to the old products in either 
quality or utility.” 

Senator Wiley (Rep.), Wiscon- 
sin, waved three shiny aluminum 
skillets at his startled colleagues 
on the Senate floor yesterday to 
illustrate an assertion ihat “OPA 
has put American business into 
the frying pan and into the fire 
at the same time.” Wiley also ac- 
cused the OPA of “a type of fas- 
cism.” 

Brandishing his frying pans, 
Wiley reported that price ceilings 


on two of them made by a long- 


established manufacturer are $1.98 
and $1.20 while that on the third, 
which he described as an inferior 
product of a new manufacturer, is 
$2.50. 

“OPA's price policy has dis- 
criminated in favor of new com- 
panies, government ‘darlings,’ 
which were eager and willing to 
play ball with the New Deal agen- 
cy,” he continued. 

“This government favoritism rep- 
resents, I believe, a type of fas- 
cism in which government favors 
are dispensed among favorite 
manufacturers.” 


“A lady who had tea with his 
second wife reported that he ap- 
peared in a sort of Roman toga 
and sandals studded with jewels.

According to the same state- 
ment, Goering lived in mortal 
terror of Adolf Hitler and never 
encountered him without panic. 

“Goering had no_ influence 
whatever on Hitler,” Schacht’s ac- 
count went on. 

“He was terribly afraid of the 
Fuehrer and carried on perma- 
nent intrigues against all big 
shots who could have belittled 
him or ousted him from favor. 
On one occasion when I asked 
Georing to relay certain matters 
to Hitler he said he would do it 
but that every time he entered 
the Fuehrer’s presence his heart 
dropped into his socks.” 

Intrigue Stressed. 

In his cross-examination, the 
_ chief American prosecutor, Robert 
H. Jackson, stressed the fact ad- 
mitted by the witness that while 
continuing in the Hitler cabinet 
as minister without portfolio 
Schacht sought to sabotage the 
regime, plotted against the 
Fuehrer’s life and egged generals 
on to treason against the head of 
the state. 

It was pointed out that Schacht, 
who had previously been dismissed 
as president of the Reichsbank 
and plenipotentiary for war econ- 
omy, did not quit the last of his 
government posts until January 
1943. 

This was after Pearl Harbor, 
the German declaration of war 
against the United States and the 
Allied landings in North Africa— 
in other words, after it was clear 
that the Nazi ship was founder- 
ing. 

, EN suggested that the 
banker, while urging others to vio- 
lence against the Fuehrer, took 
pains not to become personally in- 
volved, 

In a sort of frenzy while a 
visible shudder of horror ran 
through the prisoners’ dock, the 
financier cried out: 

“If I had ever had an opportu- 
nity I should have killed Hitler— 
I myself, with my own hands!” 

The point was emphasized by 
the prosecution that Schacht re- 
tained friendly relations with Goe- 
ring until the latter’s appointment 
as director of the four-year plan 
and his decision to take out of the 
banker’s hands preparations for 
economic mobilization and ectual 
command of it in the event of war. 
Placed in evidence were quota- 
tions from the financfer’s last of- 
ficial interview with Goering. This 
was in November, 1937. 

“IT must have the right to give 
orders to you,” said the Reichs- 
marshal. 

“Not to me, but my successor,” 
retorted Schacht. 

The witness said today he had

“It was my duty,” explained the 
defendant. 
Questioned as to his personal 
income, Schacht testified he was 
supposed to receive 20,000 or 24,- 
000 marks annually in salary as 
minister without, portfolio, which 
was paid only one year, and in 
addition 60,000 marks a year as 
president of the Reichsbank, with 
a pension of 34,000 marks annually 
after his retirement. 
“I hope the pension is still run- 
ning,” flashed the defendant with 
a broad grin. “Otherwise how | 
could I meet my expense?” 
“Dr. Schacht, your expenses may 
not be very heavy in the future,” 
was Jackson’s grim response. 
Under Jackson’s remorseless ex- 
amination which began late yes- 
terday, Schacht was compelled to 
retouch the flattering sketch he 
had drawn of himself as a de- 
tached, Olympian observer of the 
Nazi scene, artfully moulding the 
revolution to his own democratic 
ends. The American prosecutor 
darted at once upon an exclama- 
tion which the banker had testi- 
fied he made to his hostess at a 
dinner party during 1938. \ ; 
“Dear lady,” he had said, “we 
have fallen into the hands of 
criminals. How could I ever had 
been so deceived?” 
Jackson asked the defendant to 
identify these criminals. He re- 
plied: “Hitler and his collabo- 
rators.” 
He was ordered to name the col- 
laborators. As if scenting a trap, 
the financier answered warily that 
Goering in his testimony had con- 
fessed to having been a Hitler 
conspirator. 
Driven back relentlessly step by 
step, Schacht . named Heinrich 
Himmler and Martin Bormann. 
Under increasing pressure he ad- 
mitted that “I presume Ribbentrop 
was always in the picture.” Then 
he ‘volunteered that “ I should 
add Reinhardt Heydrich without 
hesitation.” 


To further demands he replied 
stoutly that “IT have no evidence” 
that anyone else was among the 
conspirators. 

“When the Nazis came to pow- 
er,” Jackson pursued, “you were a 
banker of worldwide eminence?” 

“If that is your opinion,” smirked 
the witness, “I shouldn’t contra- 
dict you.” 

“And yet,” Jackson continued, 
“you appeared publicly in Hitler’s 
favor beside such characters as 
Bormann and Julius Streicher?” 

The banker admitted he might 
have done so—with stress on the 
word “publicly.” He said heatedly 
that Der Stuermer, Streicher’s 
anti-Jewish paper, was as revolt- 


Schacht marching step beside the 
Fuehrer and'on another occasion 
beside Robert Ley, Nazi Minister 
of Labor who hanged himself in 
the Nuernberg jail; Schacht in 
group of pictures with Hitler, 
Streicher, Wilhelm Frick, Goering, 
Paul Josef Goebbels, Franz von 
Papen, Constantin von Neurath, 
Walther Funk and Field Marshal 
Werner von Blomberg. 

The financier had denied under 
oath that he contributed in any 
way to Hitler’s seizure of power. 
He was shown an affidavit by 
Papen in which this co-defendant 
swore that when he was chan- 
cellor in the summer of 1932, 
Schacht went to him and said, 
“You must give up your place to 
Adolf Hitler; he is the only man 
who can save Germany.” @ 

The witness said he merely told 
Papen it was inevitable that a 
man with as many votes as Hitler 
would take over the leadership. 

“When you saw Hitler was go- 
ing to win you joined him?” sug- 
gested the prosecutor with a cyni- 
cal grin. 

Schacht offered a correction. “T 
joined Hitler when I was sure he 
had already won,” said the banker. 

Jackson curtly accepted the 
amendment. 

The banker was led to admit 
that in a letter to Hitler dated 
Aug. 29, 1932, he wrote, “You can 
always count on me as your re- 
liable assistant,” and that he took 
part by soliciting pledges and 
signatures in raising a fund of 
3,000,000 marks among topflight 
German industrialists to finance 
Hitler’s campaign in the Reich- 
stag election of March 5, 1933. 

Questioned on Jews. 

Schacht had introduced a pas- 
sage from one of his public ad- 
dresses in which he appeared to 
make sarcastic comments on Nazi 
“heroes” who boldly smeared in- 
sults on the windows of Jewish 
shops. 

Jackson remarked that the wit- 
ness had stopped just when the 
speech was getting interesting. 

“That’s the rule, isn’t it?” the 
witness asked with a cynical grin. 

Jackson went on with the next 
paragraph of the speech which 
said the “heroes” were _ right 
since a totalitarian government 
like the Third Reich could tol- 
erate no dissent and that “the 
Jews must realize their influence 
in Germany has been destroyed 
for all time.” 
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TEAR GAS BOMBS 
TOSSED BACK AND 
ORTH AT PRISON 


Alcatraz Guards, Rioting 
Convicts in Exchange 
Described by Reporter 
Eyewitness, 


HE following account of what 
T could be seen at the Alcatraz 

riot from a boat lying off the 
penitentiary island in San Fran- 
cisco bay was written for the 
Associated Press by a Chronicle 
reporter who approached as closely 
as’'he could in last night's des- 
perate battle.

OFF ALCATRAZ, May 2—I am 
sitting on a small boat 50 yards 
from the fight. 

We moved in close in order to 
gee better and because we knew 
the men holding the first floor of 
the main cell block towering 
above us were using short-range 
automatic arms. 

Just above me, it seems, guards 
are lying on their bellies firing 
rifles. I watched them hit the 
dirt—Army style—firing, advanc- 
ing, taking cover. 

Rifles vs. Tommy*Guns, 
The slow, deliberate rifle fire of 


the guards is being answered by 
the tommy gun bursts of the con- 
victs. 

The convicts can’t quite reach 
us but they can sweep the guards. 
Apparently they have plenty of 
ammunition. They are throwing 
five shots for every one they take. 

One of the kids running the 
boat is keeping his eye on one 
guard trying to creep in close. 

“I’m just waiting for him to get 
it,” he says. 

I am watching a huddle of 
guards and plain clothesmen hid- 
ing around the south corner of 
the building. We can see them 
but the convicts can’t. 

Some kind of attack is about to 
take place. On the roof of another 
building north of the old cellblock 
we catch a glimpse of two guards, 
their heads bobbing above the roof 
wall. 

“Watch those guys,” T say, and 
just then the two figures stand up 
and pump three or four rifle 
shots down into the north end 
windows of the cellblock. 

Now the guards huddled at the 
south end of the building are 
starting to move. They are hug- 
ging the wall, crouching low and 
from the way they are scurrying 
along we think they are probab)y 
scared stiff. 


Gunfire Increases. 


Fire from the windows steps 
up. The angle is wrong, the con- 
victs can't get in a shot as long 
as the guards hug the wall. 

They hit the ground, Then they 
are moving again. 

One of the guards raises up. He 
stands on tiptoe, stretches his 
hand up full length, fumbles for 
the window ledge. He is feeling 
for a hole in the glass. 

He crouches down, pulls some- 
thing out of his pocket, then 
throws a tear gas bomb inside. In 
a second it comes bouncing out 
again like a red hot rock. 

The grenade bounces off the 
guard and lands smoking in the 
purple flowers. Other guards are 
now reaching up and throwing 
grenades in the broken windows. 
Two of them shoot revolvers in- 
side. 

Another grenade sizzles out of 
one of the windows. 

We think one of the guards has 
been hit in the hand. He is grab- 
bing his wrist. 

The tear gas hasn't worked. 
Maybe they are dug in for the 
night. Nobody’s won this little 
war yet. 


RED REPLY ON ATTACK ON U.S, 
C-47 ‘DISAPPOINTING’ TO CLARK 


VIENNA, May 3 (UP)—A Unit- 
ed States Army spokesman said 
today Gen, Mark W. Clark had 
received a “most disappointing” 
reply from Marshal Ivan Konev, 
to a protest against a Soviet fight- 
er plane attack on a C-47 trans- 
port over Tulln airport outside 
Vienna last week. 

Konev, in a letter, maintained 
the transport was flying outside 
the prescribed area. Clark replied 
that witnesses said the plane was 
in the proper corridor. He asked 
Konev for a conference to dis- 
cuss freedom of the air over 
Austria for all powers. 

Still another case, the fourth, 
of Russian interference with Unit- 
ed States transports was disclosed. 
A C-47 was buzzed by two Russian 
fighters April 30 in the area of 
Mautern, well within the pre- 
scribed zone. The Soviet planes 
flew within a few yards of the 
transport.

a master switch to open all cells 
in the block and passed out guns 
to 16 other prisoners. 

Immediately the alarm was 
sounded, but guards who rushed 
to Burch’'s aid were captured and 
locked up as hostages. The pris- 
oners obtained keys to all doors 
in the block except the building 
exit, reported a marine public re- 
lations officer who went to the 
“Rock” with marines guarding 
prisoners not involved in the 
fight. 

Uniformed guards and plain- 
clothesmen rushed to the scene, 
attacking the building on the pin- 
nacle of the rock. The three-story 
structure formed a fortress for the 
convicts, who raked the _ ap- 
proaches through windows. 

Crouching along a_i catwalk, 
guards reached the windows from 
which the criminals blasted auto- 
matic fire. The officers, protected 
under the wall from the angle of 
opposing fire, repeatedly shot 
through the’ windows, 


Boats Circle Island. 

Searchlights and flares blazed 
over the island, and heavily armed 
boats circled the scene of the fight 
as it went into the night. About 
midnight the guards crashed into 
cell block C, in which the des- 
perate men were then cornered. 

Warden Johnston termed the 
taking of hostages a part of a 
“plot to Make a mass escape.” 

He named the ringleaders, 
addition to Coy, as: 

Joseph Paul Cretzer, 35, serving 
25 years for bank robbery, five 
years for escape from McNeil Is- 
land prison and life for murder of 
a United States marshal at Taco- 
ma, where he was on trial for es- 
cape from McNeil. 

Miran Edgar Thompson, 29, serv- 
ing 99 years for kidnaping and 
life for murder of a police officer 
in Amarillo, Tex., sent to Alcatraz 
from Leavenworth in October, 
1945, with a record of eight es- 
capes. 

Sam Shockley, 36, serving life 
for kidnaping and bank robbery 
in Muskogee, Okla., sent to Alca- 
traz from Leavenworth May 1938. 

Marvin Franklin Hubbard, 34, 
serving 30 years for stolen fire- 
arms, kidnaping and transporting 
a kidnapped person from Chatta- 
nooga, Tenn., sent to Alcatraz 
from Atlanta December 1944. He 
had a record of three escapes and 
participating in a mutiny at At- 
lanta. 

Clarence Carnes, 19, serving 99 
years for kidnaping, holdup, mur- 
der and escape. Escaped from 
Granite, Okla., and from a United 
States marshal,,Oklahoma City, 
sent to Alcatraz from Leaven- 
worth July, 1945. 

When the alarm signaled the 
uprising, other convicts were 
herded into the prison yard, and 
30 marines landed to guard them 
while the prison officers pressed 
the battle against the criminals 
trying to blast their way to free-/ 
dom.

, SAN FRANCISCO, May 3 (UP) 
—Alcatraz, known among prison- 
ers as “the Rock,” is the 12-acre 
island prison to which the Federal 
Government sends its most 
dangerous or most persistently 
troublesome convicts. Its cliff- 
like sides rise from San Francisco 
bay. It is more than a mile from 
the nearest mainland and a swift 
current swirls around it constant- 
ly.

WASHINGTON, May 3 (AP)— 
Alarm over the soft coal strike’s 
effects was expressed in high ad- 
ministration quarters today. Pre- 
dictions were made that the “whole 
industrial economy will be seri- 
ously crippled within 20 days” if 
the mines continue idle. The 


strike entered its thirty-third day} 


today. 

Nevertheless, settlement negoti- 
ations still gave no hint of any 
early break. On the contrary, 
Charles O’Neill, spokesman for the 
mine owners, reported that the 
last four days had been “com- 
pletely” wasted. 

Several Government agencies 
were surveying the extent of the 
industria] slow-down forced by the 
strike. The forecast of wide- 
spread paralysis within three 
weeks came from an official in- 
terested in this survey but unwill- 
ing to be quoted until it is com- 
lete. ‘ 

“Not only will production be 
down and unemployment up, but 
public utilities will be affected in 
many places and Iots of plants 
will be closed,” he said. Another 
reconversion official called this 
forecast “conservative.” 

Only One Issue Discussed. 


As negotiations continued here; 
O'Neill, speaking for the opera- 
tors, told reporters that meetings 
thus far this week had been 
wasted because nothing had been 
discussed but the question of over- 
time pay arising from four major 
holidays in the last six months. 

The operators asserted that John 
L. Lewis, president of the United 
Mine Workers, was demanding 
that this overtime pay issue De 
settled before talking about a new 
contract that would end the strike. 
Lewis absented himself from yes- 
terday’s session. 

The United Mine Workers Jour- 
nal estimated that the average 
miner has about $15 to $25 com- 
ing if the overtime is adjusted, 
and totaled the bill at $3,000,000. 

The UMW Journal also said 
editorially that the mirers were 
“never more certain and assured 
of the ultimate success and at- 
tainment of wage demands 
through the organization’s years 
of struggle than as of today.” 

The Journal asserted further 
that regarsless of “what is said 
to the contrary, the United Mine 
Workers will not execute any 
agreement based solely upon the 
consideration of hours and wages.” 

This apparently meant Lewis 
would continue his major fight for 
a miners’ health and velfare fund 
and improved safety measures. 


Industrial Situation. 


Railroads, utilities and the steel 
industry—vital to the nation’s 
peacetime reconversion—were hit 
harder than ever today by the 
effects of the strike. 

This is how the absence of 
418,000 miners from the pits in 25 
states crippled coal-dependent 
operations: 

Railroads—The Office of De- 
fense Transportation ordered a 
50 per cent cut in passenger serv- 
ice May 15, with a cut of 25 per 
cent or more from May 10 to 15, 
on all coal-burning railroads. Last 
night a general embargo on 
freight shipments, with certain ex- 
ceptions, was ordered. 

Utilities—Low stockpiles of coal 
bring the prospect of worse 
“brownout” restrictions than 
existed during the war to highly 
industrialized urban centers, in- 
cluding New York and Detroit. 
In Chicago a state of ‘emergency 
already has been declared. 

Steel—Curtailment of production 
schedules results in banking of 
additional blast furnaces and un- 
employment of more workers at 
plants of Bethlehem Steel Corp. 
and Carnegie-Illinois Steel Corp., 
two of the nation’s top producers. 

As the number of workers made 
idje in coal-consuming industries 
neared the 69,000 mark, gloomy 
predictions of complete or partial 
shutdowns came from nearly 
every industrial state. 

Typical of these prophecies was 
that of Louis J. Bosse, managing 
director of the Associated Indus- 
tries of Kentucky, who predicted 
60 per cent of the state’s factories 
would be closed in 10 days be- 
cause of the lack of coal. He 
termed the situation “most 
serious” and said the shutdowns 
would add 50,000 workers to those 
already unemployed. 

Huge Wage Loss.

Commissioners to Meet 
to Decide Whether to 
Open Boxes on Fraud 
Reports. 


The Board of Election Commis- 
sioners of East St. Louis will meet 


next Thursday to consider evi- 
dence of irregularities in the cast- 
ing of ballots in the April 9 pri- 
mary election in Precinct 84 and 
determine whether the ballot boxes 
should be opened and a thorough 
investigation made, 

Meeting with the board will be 
County Judge Joseph E. Fleming, 
who supervises the operation of 
the election board. Judge Fleming 
today said that the judges and 
clerks of election who served in 
the precinct polling place could 
possibly be cited for contempt of 
court for improperly administer- 
ing their duties. 

The Board of Election Commis- 
sioners revealed that a prelim- 
inary investigation by them of 
charges of fraud in the precinct 
showed evidence of irregularities 
in connection with at least 80 bal- 
lots, 

Thirty-three cases were found 
where two applications for ballots 
were made by the same person. 
Investigation of these showed that 
three sets had been voted for 
Democratic candidates, while the 
other 30 sets were divided, one 
being voted Republican and the 
other Democratic. In all these 
cases, the signatures on the appli- 
cations for ballots were different. 

There were but 820 signed appli- 
cations for ballots found, while 
the election commission’s records 
show a total of 833 ballots cast.

A resolution opposing continua- 
tion of the Office of Price Admin- 
istration by indorsing all demands 


tion of restrictions and controls,” 
was adopted today by the Illinois 
Bankers Association at the closing 
session of its fifty-fifth annual 
convention at Hotel Jefferson, 
The resolution was contrary to 
the views of four financial lead- 
ers, expressed either in talks to 
the association or at press con- 
ferences, urging continuation of 
OPA and controls to prevent run- 
away inflationary prices. 
“We recognize the fundamental 
importance of increased produc- 
tion and the competition of the 
open market, and to that end in- 
dorse all demands for the prompt 
release or modification of restric- 
tions and controls,” the resolu- 
tion, in the form of a declaration 
of policy, stated. “We urge our 
member banks to use their every 
influgnce to further this policy.” 
Interpretation of Resolution. 
Harry C. Hausman of Chicago, 
secretary of the association and 
one of the drafters of the resolu- 
tion, interpreted the statement as 
favoring discontinuance of the 
OPA as fast as possible. He said 
the association’s. Council of Ad- 
ministration, which submitted the 
resolution, felt that certain OPA 
regulations were promoting infla- 
tionary tendencies with unrealistic 
price ceilings which discouraged 
production. 
Views of Financiers, 
Daniel W. Bell, former Under 
Secretary of the Treasury, now 
president of a bank in Washing- 
ton, D. C., told reporters today 
that prices will run wild if the 
OPA is not extended. He said 
the Government had moved too 
fast in removing some restrictions 
last summer. He addressed the 


,| convention today. 


Winthrop W. Aldrich, board 
chairman of Chase National Bank, 
New York, told a press conference 
that while he did not approve of 
many OPA policies, certain prices 
controls must be retained and he 
did not favor elimination of the 
OPA at this time. 

A strong and unequivocal rec- 
ommendation for continuation of 
price controls was made in an 
unscheduled talk to the associa- 
tion by Marriner 8S. Eccles, chair- 
man of the Board of Governors of 
the Federal Reserve System, who 
asserted the “end of OPA could 
destroy our economy.” 

Earlier, Frank C. Rathje of Chi- 
cago, president of the American 
Bankers Association, said he fa- 
vored retention of the OPA for at 
least another year to protect the 
public against excessive price 
rises. 

Aldrich said existing economic 
conditions require some form of 
price controls and that it would 
be unwise to abolish them all at 
one time. He recommended, how- 
ever, that the OPA itself revise 
price ceilings wherever necessary 
to assure producers a reasonable 
profit, and that controls be re- 
moved gradually so the nation can 
return to a “free economy.” 

Eccles on Oontrols, 

Eccles, who had defended OPA 
price control as the “last line of 
defense holding back inflation” in 
a speech before the national con- 
vention of the League of Women 
Voters in Kansas City before com- 
ing to St. Louis, presented a dif- 
ferent view on retention of con- 
trols. 

“We already have taken off too 
many controls,” he asserted. “Con- 
trols should be retained until some 
balance has been reached between 
buying power and the volume of 
goods available.” 

He. said the national budget, 
near a balance, is more favorable 
than the public realizes, and bank 
holdings in federal’ securities 


to 11 billion dollars in 1946. 

In his talk at the association’s 
annual dinner last night, Aldrich 
presented a five-point program 
for control of inflation “which al- 
ready exists to a dangerous de- 
gree.” His plan calls for: 

Stimulating production and re- 
ducing unit production costs by 
appropriate government and 
business policies. 

Continuation of tax rates at 
present levels and a balanced 
budget for the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1947, to provide the 
Treasury with surplus tax re- 
ceipts. 

Refinancing the floating debt 
through issuance of long-term 
securities at rates of interest 
attractive to non-bank investors. 

Relieving the Federal Reserve 
banks of the need to maintain 
an artificial level and structure 
of interest rates. 

Reducing the volume of Gov- 
ernment securities held by com- 
mercial banks by use of surplus 
cash receipts of the Treasury 
and by refunding operations. 

Analysis of Inflation. 

The basic cause of inflationary 
trends is the huge increase in 
means of payment, currency and 
bank deposits, which press upon 
the markets for expenditure at a 
time when goods are relatively 
scarce,” Aldrich said. 

“Consumers should be impressed 
with the necessity of limiting 
their purchases to articles urgent- 
ly needed and of avoiding panic 
buying. Individual holders of Gov- 
ernment securities should be made 
fully aware of the importance of 
retaining their holdings and of 
increasing them to the greatest 
possible extent.”

For the most 
part, they paid the closest atten- 
tion to the proceeding and almost 
all followed the Japanese transla- 
tion. 

As clerks droned through the 
lengthy indictments, Okawa—once 
an official of the South Manchu- 
rian Railway—prayed with ges- 
tures and unbuttoned his blouse to 
bare his thin chest. 


Slaps Tojo’s Head. 


Then, with a grin, he leaned\. 


forward and slapped the unsus- 
pecting: Tojo on his shaven head. 
_ The smack echoed in the war 
ministry auditorium, crowded with 
sober-faced officials and specta- 
tors. The shocked former premier 
looked up quickly from the copy 
of the indictment he had been 
studying, then turned and looked 
at the man in the row behind him 
with a sad, understanding smile. 


Lt. Col. S. Kenworthy, in charge 
of guarding the defendants, 
grabbed Okawa and settled him 
firmly in his seat, just as he had' 
done earlier, when he buttoned the 
prisoner's shirt. , 

As the court recessed and pho- 
tographers streamed onto the 
floor, Okawa again resoundingly 
slapped the glistening head as 
Tojo busied himself with his pa- 
pers. 

Tojo just grinned. 

Shouting gibberish, Okawa was 
pulled from the room ahead of the 
other 27 defendants. He kicked 
off his shoes and went barefoot. 
When he returned after the re- 
cess, he was wearing a dark over- 
coat over his military cut gray 
uniform and was docile. 

Opinion was divided as to the 
reasons for his actions. Some 
thought he might be trying to im- 
press the court that he was not 
mentally able to defend himself. 
However, his slapping of Tojo— 
who chanced to be seated in front 
of him—appeared playful rather 
than in wrath. 


Auditorium Remodeled. 


Tojo seemed to pay little atten- 
tion to the many changes made 
by American occupation forces in 
the auditorium of the War Min- 
istry building, where he once 
plotted war strategy. The room 
was bright with huge photog- 
raphers’ lights. Cameramen 
worked atop camera towers. 

The building was clean—in con- 
trast to Japanese structures. 

In remodeling the auditorium as 
a courtroom, the bench for the 
Allied justices was placed on a 
raised section near the center.

While the former rank of the 
accused itself entitles them to 
no greater consideration than 
would be extended to the hum- 
blest Japanese private or Ko- 
rean guard, the number and 
quality of crimes charged in- 
sure for them the most anxious 
consideration by the tribunal 
of evidence that will be ad- 
duced, and also most careful 
ascertainment by the tribunal 
of the law applicable. To our 
great task we bring open 
minds, both” on the facts and 
on the law. 


Onus will be on the prosecu- 
tion to establish the guilt be- 
yond reasonable doubt, 

The character under which 
this tribunal has been consti- 
tuted enjoins a fair and prompt 
trial. We shall conduct our 
proceedings with the utmost 
expedition consistent with jus- 
tice to the accused. But the 
necessity to conduct the trial 
in two languages renders it in- 
evitable that the trial should 
be protracted. 


We propose to call before us 
in chambers at an early date 
counsel for the prosecution and 
for the defense with a view to 
shortening proceedings by 
agreement on the admission of 
documents and facts as to 
which there could be no real 
contest.

Freight Jam and Closing of Plants 
ikely Here. 

A serious freight jam in 8t. 
Louis and disruption of loca] man- 
ufacturing operations may result 
from the drastic curtailment of

A spokesman for the American 
Association of Railroads esti- 
mated the embargo would halt 
75 per cent of freight shipments, 
to and from this industrial area. 
He expressed the opinion that 
many manufacturing firms, lack- 
ing storage space, would be forced 
to suspend operations immediate- 
ly the embargo becomes effective. 

Warehousing space here has 
been at a premium for some time, 
it was pointed out by Carl Gies- 
sow, traffic director for the 
Chamber of Commerce, who 
warned that not only a freight 


jam, but shutdown of many in- 
dustrial plants might result from 
suspension of shipments. 

The Chicago & Eastern Illinois 
Railroad today discontinued its 
four daily passenger trains be- 
tween St. Louis and Chicago, and 
ordered the speed of freight trains 
reduced so locomotives can haul 
maximum tonnage.

The $29,729,000 municipal appro- 
priations bill was passed unani- 
mously by the Board of Aldermen 


today. Under terms of the meas- 
ure the city faces an estimated 
deficit at the end of the year of 
$1,235,000, unless additional 
sources of revenue are found. 
The record-breaking appropria- 
tions bill had been under consid- 
eration by the Ways and Means 
Committee since Tuesday and was 
reported out of committee with a 
recommendation it be adopted to- 
day. It was passed under a sus- 


pension of the rules. 


The board also passed the Dill 


establishing the city tax rate for 
1946 at $1.75 per $100 valuation 
on real estate and personal prop- 
erty. This is the same as last 
year, Of the total city rate, $1.27 
is for general municipal purposes; 
40 cents for sinking and interest 


fund purpose; 2 cents for the Art 
Museum; 2 cents for the Zoo, and 
4 cents for support of the Public 
Library. 

In addition to the city tax rate, 
there is the 8%cent school tax 
rate and the 9-cent state tax, 
which bring the total levy to 
$2.73 on the $100 valuation. 

The appropriation measure was 
passed with little comment from 
the aldermen. Aldermen Walter 
Ziegenbalg, Democrat, said, “TI 
know the bill contemplates a def- 
icit of $1,235,000, but I hope it 
doesn’t show up. I hope the city 
is able to live within its revenue 
and additional taxes will not be 
necessary.” 

In his message to the board 
April 16, Mayor Aloys P. Kauf- 
mann said additional funds would 
be needed, not only to meet the 
prospective deficit, but also to pro- 
vide salary increases for city em- 
ployes and funds for additional 
services, such as municipal collec- 
tion of rubbish and ashes. He 
estimated the needs of the city at 
more than $5,500,000.

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SURPLUS WAR PROPERTY SALE 
PRIORITY FOR WAR VETERANS 


WASHINGTON, May 3 (AP)— 
President Truman, signing a bill 
giving veterans priority on the 
purchase of surplus war property, 
declared today that “what helps 
the veterans helps the nation.” 

His statement said in part: “If 
by means of this law we can help 
the veteran to establish himself 
in a business or profession, assist 
him to maintain his technical 
skills, or contribute to his personal 
well-being and the help and com- 
fort of his family, the country as 
a whole will be benefited.” 

The bill gives top priority to 
veterans for the purchase of cer- 
tain types of surplus property, and 
makes them second only to Fed- 
eral agencies in priority rights for 
all other surplus goods. Previously 
state and local governments held 
higher priorities,

School teachers have lagged far 
behind industrial wage increases 
and the increase in the cost of 
living, the §t. Louis Teachers’ 
Co-operative Council asserted in 
a report made public today. 

The report, prepared to support 
the teachers’ request. for a blan- 
ket $500-a-year raise for the year 
1945-46, pointed out that salaries 


here are now considerably below 
top wages paid in other cities.

The week-end supply of bread 
in Special Values 


and bakery products in the Alton 
area will be reduced because of a 
work holiday today by commercial 
bakery workers in three large 
Alton plants. The supply, how- 
ever, will be normal Monday after 
the workers return to work to- 
morrow, Archie McDonald, presi- 
dent of the Alton local of the AFL 
Bakery and Confectionery Work- 
ers’ Union, said today. 

The three Alton plants and 
others in downstate Illinois cities 
closed when employes left their 
jobs to take strike votes after is- 
suance of a strike call by J. G. 
Cross, international union repre- 
sentative. East St. Louis, Belle- 
ville and Collinsville were not af- 
fected. 

McDonald declined to reveal 
whether a vote was taken, an- 
nouncing only that the workers 
will return on tomorrow’s shift. | 

Cross called on 19 locals of the 
union in 30 cities outside Chicago 
to strike after a breakdown of 
contract negotiations in Spring- 
field with an employers’ group. He 
estimated 80 per cent of the bread 
and pastry production in [Illinois 
outside Cook county would be 
halted if the 2000 union members 
walk out. 

Cross said that “it is up to the 
local unions to decide whether to 
return to work or stay away.” He 
pointed: out that retail bakeries 
were not affected by the strike 
order. 

Union members at two whole- 
sale bakeries in East St. Louis 
continued on the job, a spokes- 
man stating that the local was 
continuing negotiations with the 
managements for wage increases 
and other benefits. Commercial 
bakeries in the -Tri-Cities and 
Collinsville are covered by a St. 
Louis local of the union, which is 
not affected by the strike - call, 
and Edwardsville bakeries are re- 
tail shops. 

Assertions by Cross that the 
union was seeking wage increases 
up to 30 per cent and that Sun- 
day work was not an issue in the 
dispute were contradicted by the 
employers’ group.

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WPB AVIATION AlD 
URGES DOWNTOWN 
AIRSTRIP FORGITY 


Facilities Needed for 
Business Men Flying 
Own Planes, He Tells 
C. of C. Dinner. 


The chief aviation need of St. 
Louis at present is a landing strip 
in or near the downtown business 
district, Merrill C. Meigs, vice 
president of the Hearst Corp. and 
senior consultant on aviation to 
the War Production Board, said 
last night at a dinner at Hotel 
Statler. 

George B. Logan, chairman of 
the air board of the Chamber of 


Commerce, outlined to the meet- 
ing an all-year program to pro- 
mote St. Louis as an aviation cen- 
ter and to help in the completion 
of an adequate system of airports 
for the area. The dinner, which 
was sponsored by the chamber, 
was attended by about 150 repre- 
sentatives of business and civic 
groups. 

“Downtown airports or landing 
strips are not needed for the air- 
liners,” Meigs told the meeting. 
“They are for the business men 
who are or will be flying their 
own planes. Nhe business will go 
to the cities where landing facili- 
ties are a few minutes from the 
business districts.” 

Chicago Planning Strip. 

Chicago is planning installation 
of a landing strip on the lake 
front, Meigs said, and unless St. 
Louis can furnish equally conveni- 
ent facilities it will lose a large 
volume of business from the 
Springfield and central Illinois 
area. A downtown landing strip 
enables a city’ to draw airborne 
trade from a 250 or 300 mile ra- 
dius, since no overnight trip is 
necessary from that distance in a 
plane, he continued. 

“The speed with which your 
airport program is completed de- 
pends entirely upon the amount of 
pressure you put on your city 
fathers,” Meigs said. “You have to 
push it now, while aviation and 
airports are in the ascendancy and 
before real estate values go so 
high it would be almost prohibi- 
tive to buy land near the busi- 
ness district. And don’t worry 
about the danger of plane crashes. 
The modern private plane can’t 
spin and is a hard thing to get in 
trouble with unless you do it de- 
liberately.” 

Meigs indorsed the St. Louis 
airport plan and the program to 
promote aviation activities. He 
cMicized the use of Lambert-St. 
Louis Field by student pilots as 
“an unnecessary hazard to air- 
finers,” and said development of 
enough smaller fields would bene- 
fit both the students and the air 
lines. 

Full-Time Aviation Leader. 

Logan, in discussing the forma- 
tion of the Aviation Council of 
Metropolitan St. Louts, said a full- 
time executive secretary would be 
employed to direct the program of 
the council. Fourteen participating 
civic groups have already voted to 
sign the petition for incorporation, 
he said, and about 18 others have 
indicated through representatives 
that they will do so after formal 
action by their governing boards, 

Incorporation as a non-profit or- 
ganization ‘will be sought so firms 
or individuals may contribute to 
the work and deduct the dona- 
tions for taxation purposes. The 
first activity planned for the coun- 
ci] is an air fair next fall. It will 
be an indoor show, to include both 
planes and equipment. 

Logan said an effort would be 
made to persuade airlines to 
change their present schedules to 
have more flights starting from 
St. Louis, and to have flights 
leaving at hours convenient for 
St. Louisans.

: WASHINGTON, May 3 (AP)— 

An expected dispute over Com- 
* merce Department funds threat- 
- ened today to wreck the. brief 
. working partnership between 
- Northern and Southern House 
- Democrats which saved the State 
Department’s cultural relations 
" program. 
Leaders of the Southern group 
. which frequently votes with Re- 
- publicans to upset Administration 
* plans told reporters they would 
not go along with proposals to 
- give Henry A. Wallace’s depart- 

ment one of its largest budgets 
. in history. ' 

They indicated plans to support 

* Republican amendments which 
* would cut funds for the Com- 
“ merce Department’s bureau of 
_ foreign and domestic commerce 
- and for additional assistants to 
- Wallace. 
‘* The department’s money is in- 
* eluded in a measure financing 
- the State, Commerce and Justice 
Departments and the federal ju- 
diciary for the fiscal year be- 
- ginning July 1. The allotments 
are $104,783,408 for State, $143,- 
024,000 for Commerce, $95,168,250 
- for Justice, and $15,850,100 for the 
judiciary. 

The net result of efforts yester- 

- day-to whittle down the State De- 
partment’s funds was an increase 
of $2000 in the total. The extra 
money was voted for the Interna- 
tional Fisheries Commission. 
- Repeated attempts to scuttle 
the cultural relations program 
failed as the Democrats stuck to- 
gether almost to a man on the 
project designed to spread abroad 
a fuller knowledge of life in the 
United States. 

With a single defection, Demo- 
crats voted as a unit for the first 
time in months to turn back the 
Republican drive to strike out 
the $10,000,000 cultural relations 
item. The one Démocrat voting 
with the Republican minority was 
Representative John E. Rankin of 
Mississippi. Two Republicans, 
Representatives Clare Booth Luce 
of Connecticut and Wolverton of 
New Jersey, voted with the Demo- 
crats 


Party lines held firmly later in 
separate attempts to curt the pro- 
gram by reducing funds for sep- 
arate phases. ; 

It was a plea by Representative 
Cox (Dem.), Georgia, former out- 
spoken critic of the State Depart- 
ment, that brought the dissident 
Democrats together behind the 
Adminintration. Cox told the 
House he was convinced that the 
State Department is seeking, with 
the aid of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation, to remove undesir- 
able personnl. It was lack of con- 
fidnce in cerain workers, Cox said, 
that caused his earlier opposition 
to the cultural relations program. 

Opponents assailed it as a threat 
to freedom of the press and a 
forerunner to Government mon- 
opoly over the international broad- 
casting of news. Supporters in- 
sisted it was necessary to main- 
tain the peace and spread good 
will, and cited activities of such 
governments as Russia and Great

WASHINGTON, May 3. 


RESIDENT TRUMAN, although he viewed the coal strike situa- 
tion with alarm, told his press conference late yesterday that he 
did not yet consider it a strike against the Government. 

If the strike assumed such proportions, he said, he would face 


it as such. 


The “strike against the Govern- 
ment” phrase was interjected into 
the coal strike because he had 
been asked how he would view a 
strike by a federal workers’ union 

a Government depart- 
ment. He replied that such a 
strike would be against the Gov- 
ermment and, if permitted, gov- 
ernment would cease to exist. 
Later it was asked: 

“Do you consider the coal strike 
one against the Government?” 

He replied grimly, not yet; if 
it one, we shall face it 
as such. 


When a reporter wanted to 
know how long the coal strike 
would have to go on to cause 
him to consider it a strike against 
the Government, he said the re- 
porter’s guess would be as good 
as his own. 


Asked what would happen if the 
Government seized the coal in- 
dustry and John L. Lewis, as he 
has previously done, refused to let 
the miners go back to work, he 
answered that he would meet that 
situation when it came up. 


He thought it would not be nec- 
essary for the Government to step 
into the threatened railroad 
strike. 

Leoking for Chief Justice. 

The President disappointed an 
unusually large press conference 
when he declined to announce the 
mew Chief Justice of the United 
States or to indicate whether he 
would go outside the Supreme 
Court in making his selection. He 
replied, No comment, to a series 
of court questions and finally said 
that he was stil] looking for the 
right man to succeed the late Chief 
Justice Stone. 

He declined to say when the 
momination could be expected, re- 
marking that he was in no hurry.

Middle Way on OPA 


By virtue of tremendous popular protest, the 
chances for a good price control law brighten. 
Even some of the lobbyists and Congressmen 
who put in the crippling amendments have ex- 
pressed misgivings about their handiwork. 

To be.sure, the National Association of Manu- 
facturers and the United States Chamber of 
Commerce (President Eric Johnston strenuously 
dissenting) still clamor for no law. These 
agencies, however, represent neither the people 
nor the larger business community. They speak 
for a back-to-Harding element which is roughly 
cancelled out by the New Council of American 
Business, which some suspect represents a back- 
to-Franklin Roosevelt element. Between these 
extremes is the broad area of “moderate” busi- 
ness opinion, for which the Committee for Eco- 
nomic Development speaks most authoritatively 

CED was organized to advance business 
policies for full employment and to work for 
Government policies under which business can 
do the job. Unlike the standpatism of NAM 
and USCC, CED seeks to preserve capitalism by 
making it perform up to par. A considerable 
record now shows that it is playing that rolr 
in good faith. Hence its position on price con 
trol, reprinted on this page today, is worth study 

CED’s policy is designed for the advancement 
of business. At the same time, it sees the enlight- 
ened interest of business in a stable economy 
reached by orderly recovery from war’s dis. 
locations. By clear implication, therefore i: 
repudiates the House amendments, which wer: 
designed to make price control unworkable. In 
stead, it asks that OPA be brought into closer 
alignment with changed needs 

Unlike the House, the CED wou:d nov mak. 
OPA abandon ceilings when production reache’ 
pre-war rates. Pre-war production rates of many 
commodities would fall far below current de 
mands, which have oeen swollen by increase o, 
population and the necessary deferment of pro 
duction during the war. So CED asks instead 


for the early release of non-critical controls and — 


the lifting of critical ones when available produc. 
tion reaches available demand. - 

With the proposed adequate OPA review ana 
penalties, there is a good argument to support 
self-calculated prices. The committee notes tha; 
it cannot be done for industry-wide prices, bus 
it can be done readily for the many adjustment. 
affecting individual producers. The motive is 
to save precious time. 

There is no gainsaying the case for liberaliz. 
ing the minimum profit which justifies price re 
lief. Unlike the disastrous House amendment, 
this does not mean assuring anyone a profit on 
every item; nor does it invite litigation. It does 
not mean general price increases. It simply 
recognizes, first, that the pre-war years of the 
present price-relief standard were comparative 
ly unprofitable; second, that business, like farm- 
ers and workers, needs the production incentive 
of higher “floors” under prices; third, that the 
“minimum wage” of profits under the existing 
standard has actually been cut sharply by in- 
creased Federal corporation taxes. 

CED's termination date is questionable. Its 
staff economists, who have recently published a 
study from which the policy statement is largely 
drawn, seem to make a better case for June 30, 
1947. The staff also expressly proposed that rent 
controls be extended to mid-1948. Both com- 
mittee and staff ask for moderate rent ceiling 
adjustments—which is certainly reasonable in 
the face of a general rise in costs and of most 
other incomes, 

Neither seem to have considered that build- 
ing materials and equipment will need price con- 
trols so long as rent controls are needed. With 
such correctible exceptions, however, and with 
the addition of price ceilings on all housing, the 
policy statément and underlying research report 
map out a workable basis for restraining prices 
as far as they can be without hampering produc- 
tion—the best insurance against inflation. 
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Coal Industry Against Gas 

Because of the UMW strike, now joined by 
the PMA, the Illinois Commerce Commission 
has decreed a cut of industrial electricity deliv. 
ery to 24 hours a week, Thus are many inno- 
cent people thrown on 40 per cent unemploy: 
ment, with still worse looming ahead. Thus is 
reconversion slowed up, and thus the fires of 
inflation rise higher with the dying fires of in- 
dustry. 

Yet on the same day comes a report that coal 
miners, operators and other interests will try 
to block this community’s effort to increase its 
supply of natural gas. They decree that we 
cannot have coal. Now, if they have their will. 
we cannot protect ourselves from future coal 
stoppages by using gas instead. 

To be sure, it is hard to lose one’s job or mine 
profit or freight revenue to a resource which 
flows from the depths of the earth with little 
human assistance. It is hard enough, even 
though the whole history of economic progress 
shows that men displaced by man’s increasing 
command over resources generally are better off 
in the end. But the interest of the coal and allied 
industries cannot be allowed to stand in the way 
of a community’s chance to improve itself. 
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Federal Barge’s Status 

With two provisos, we agree with Secretary 
Wallace that Federal Barge Lines should be sold 
or leased to private operators. ‘The first is that 
the bids be high enough fully to protect the 
taxpayers’ interest. The other is that‘purchaser 
or lessee commit himself to continue any rea- 
sonable degree of freight-rate relief which Fed- 
eral has been responsible for maintaining for 
St. Louis and other land-locked communities 
along the river. 

If the second condition is met, the transfer 
will probably arouse little significant opposition. 
After all, the line has had many years to prove 
that inland waterway navigation is economically 
feasible. True, that question is still hotly dis- 
puted between rail and water partisans, and the 
ICC has shown a reluctance to make up its own 
mind. It is settled fact, however, that Federal 
has been followed on the river by a variety of 
private operators. 

There is little excuse for Mr. Wallace's reason 
that a private operator might enjoy better labor 
relations. Labor relations are mainly a question 
of individual management. TVA, for example, 
another Government corporation, for years has 
enjoyed labor relations of almost unparalleled 
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peace. There is basis enough, however, in Mr. 
Wallace’s primary reason that the Government 
never intended to stay in the barge business. 
No condition present today argues against ful- 
filling that policy. 
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Vision of an Air Capital 

While the age of flight rockets by, St. Louis 
worms its way to catch up. It lacks purposeful- 
ness, a sense of urgency. But finally the at- 
tempt to inspire both has been undertaken by 
the new Aviation Council of Metropolitan St. 
Louis. The program offered by George B. Lo- 
gan last night is meant to super-charge the civic 
imagination into thinking of St. Louis as an air 
capital. 

Since the end of the war, this city has re- 
garded aviation as a gopher looks at the sky. 
Recently, one airline began non-stop service to 
New York and another commenced to run 55- 
passenger planes through here. Local veterans 
are opening four small airports. But if these 
are signs of great progress, then progress has 
feathered its prop. 

While the rest of the country’s airway flights 
have increased 300 per cent, the local increase 
is one-twelfth as much. Air service to nearby 
cities is infrequent, at uncomfortable hours. 
Acquisition of land for Lambert Field and for 
Columbia Bottoms drags through the courts. The 
new Lambert terminal building is not even 
drawn on paper. 

Nowhere do we gaze upon the future. The 
tremendous growth of commercial‘and private 
flying will demand, in a few years, a third big 
airport, smaller ones in the dozens and speed 
ways to reach them. Yet, in City Hall, the 
growth of aviation is treated as a routine prob 
lem, and our officials attend to it in their own 
good time, 

But time moves on wings now. Cities may 
choose speedy progress or slow decay. That is 
the choice which the Aviation Council will 
dramatize for this city. If it inspires imagination 
and energy in City Hall, then St. Louis will fly 
planes and build an aeronautics industry. So an 
air capital may emerge from a vision, 
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Casteel vs. Casteel 

Who is responsible for inducing a political 
unknown to throw confusion into the Missouri 
race for Democratic nomination for Senator? 

Senator Briggs, the incumbent, is opposed in 
this race by B. Marvin Casteel of St. Joseph, a 
man with experience in public affairs. Now 
along comes W. Quentin Casteel of Jennings, a 
pipe-fitter, to file for the nomination. 

The effect of his candidacy presumably would 
be to confuse voters and split Marvin Casteel’s 
vote. Fortunately, precedent indicates that events 
won't work out that way 

In 1931, a Nebraska grocer named George W. 
Norris turned up in an election against the great 
Senator George W. Norris. That was so obviously 
an underhanded political trick that the result 
was public uproar. Senator Norris won the elec- 
tion hands down, and a few years later, Grocer 
Norris finished out a term for perjury concern- 
ing the Republicans who'd got him to run. 

Casteel vs, Casteel looks like a similar job of 
cheap political chicanery. 
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The State Department Wins 

_ The House yesterday turned back a Repub- 
lican effort to eliminate a $10,000,000 appropri- 
ation to finance the State Department’s infor- 
mation and cultural program. Representative 
Jones (Rep.) of Ohio had urged that the appro- 
priation be stricken, but the Democrats, with a 
single defection, voted as a unit for the first 
time in months to retain it. 

The purpose of the program is to present to 
a fact-hungry world a picture of the United 
States, by means of books, movies, exchange of 
students, dissemination of news and so on. 

It is a continuation of the wartime program by 
which, through short-wave broadcasts and other 
means, the world was kept informed of what was 
happening in the United States. The program 
was of immense value in the war and it can be 
of immense value in the peace. 

Other governments like Britain and Soviet 
Russia are spending sums far in excess of $10,- 
000,000 to inform the world about themselves 
and to gather prestige everywhere. Unless some 
program like that of our State Department is 
adopted, the voice of America will be mute in 
many parts of the world. 

In fact, there is only one part of the State 
Department program that has been the subject 
of real controversy, and that concerns the broad- 
casting of spot news. In deference to arguments 
that the freedom of the press might be tainted 
or distorted by such official broadcasts, the State 
Department is willing at any time to relinquish 
this function to private agencies. 

In Washington recently, the American Society 
of Newspaper Editors adopted a resolution pro- 
viding for a study of the problem, with a pos- 
sible view of forming a private group of news- 
papers, press associations and radio owners to 
take over the news broadcasting. 

Congress, while awaiting the result of this 
study, should meanwhile appropriate the mod- 
est sum for which the State Department asks 
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The Award to Mrs. Clement 


Emma Clarissa Clement is a symbol of the 
American Mother of 1946, who can, in this world 
of fear, rear children to hold their heads high. 
“I am very proud,” she says, “for my race, my 
children and my church.” And it is true that 
the selection of the 7l-year-old granddaughter 
of a slave honors the Negro people, and the 
seven distinguished children who reflect her ac- 
complishment.

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CED on Price Control Extension 


The decisions about price control this 
spring may spell the difference between 
runaway inflation and general price stabil- 
ity, between a halting reconversion and a 
rapid expansion of peacetime output, be- 
tween prolonged regulation and early res- 
toration of free markets. In the light of 
eight months of postwar experience, we 
have reached the following conclusions: 


1. Price control has no permanent place 
in the peacetime economy... . Long-con- 
tinued price control is a threat to all our 
freedoms. 


2. The abandonment of price control on 
June 30, 1946, would, we have reluctantly 
concluded, leave us unprotected against a 
dangerous rise in prices. 


3. A quick and orderly termination of 
price control can only be assured by a posi- 
tive program embracing both bold meas- 
ures of decontrol] and courageous fiscal and 
monetary policies te combat inflation. 


4. During the limited period of its exten 
sion, the inequities and obstacles to pro- 
duction which result from price control 
must be feduced by streamlining present 
procedures and liberalizing existing stand- 
ards. 

* . . 


We look forward to expansion of produc- 
tion. But it is not clear that production 
will, in’ the near future, eliminate the ex- 
cess of demand. Expanding production will 
bring higher incomes, increased bank credit 
and general optimism, and it might con- 
ceivably increase rather than decrease in- 
filationary pressure. Every group in this 
nation would reap irreparable loss from 
such a price increase as followed the last 
war. For some months price contro] will 
be a necessary protection against runaway 
prices. 

Price control at present is unwieldy and 
often unfair. OPA acts too slowly. The 
prospects are not good so long as present 
procedures continue. Our recommendations 
are designed not to cripple but to simplify, 
to speed up administration and correct 
major faults. They are: 


1. Follow a resolute and affirmative pol- 
icy in progressively suspending price ceil- 
ings. Remove controls first from those 
commodities which are not essential in the 
basic standard of living or critical in re- 
conversion or which show an approximate 
balance between demand and supply. 

Progressive removal is needed to free 
the economy as quickly as possible. 
a program will also permit the OPA to 
concentrate on doing a better job in the 
critical areas. Termination will involve 
some price increases. Getting some of these 
increases behind us while general price 
control is still in force, rather than post- 
poning all of them to the end, will help to 
reduce the jolt of the final termination. 

+ * - 

It {s difficult to establish a legislative 
formula for decontrol. But it would be ap- 
propriate to affirm the importance of vigor- 
ous, daring decontrol. The principle should 
apply to cost-of-living subsidies as well as 
to price ceilings. 

2. Extend the use of automatic pricing 
procedures, under which producers com- 
pute their own ceilings, subject to OPA re- 
view. 

The prices so computed would automati 
cally become effective unless disapproved 
by OPA within a specified short period, and 
OPA would retain the right to revise these 
prices if determined incorrectly. Heavy 
penalties should be provided against fraud. 

8 Base price determinations on the ac- 
tual record of industry operations, adjust- 
ing for definite abnormalities visible in the 
record but without attempting to forecast 
the future development of costs and rev- 
enues, 

The Price Administrator must (now) 


Such 
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forecast, for a year ahead, labor productiv- 
ity, technological advances and effects of 
capita] improvements as well as changes in 
the volume of operations and the costs of 
labor and materials, This is an impossible 
task. OPA estimates may be wrong. More 
important, the forecasting procedure will 
involve a maximum of delay and intermi- 
nable, unresolvable disputes. 


4. Liberalize the standards for price re- 
lief. : 


The present base is ordinarily the ratio 
of earnings before taxes to net worth dur- 
ing 1936-39. The base period includes at 
least two definitely depressed years, and 
even the best years were not “good.” More- 
over, corporation taxes are now much high- 
er, so that the present standard implies 
profits after taxes considerably below the 
1936-39 ratio to net worth. It seems fair 
that the minimum earnings standard be 
raised on the average by about one-third. 


Even with the changes suggested, how- 
ever, positive planning for the easly termi- 
nation of price comtrol is imperative. 


1, Price control autgjority should be ex- 
tended unti} the spring of 1947—between 
March $1 and June 1. In the meantime, 
OPA policy should be directed by progres- 
sive removal of controls and subsidies 
toward final termination. 


2. Rent control may need to be continued 
for a somewhat longer period, 


The acuteness of the housing shortage, 
the length of time required to relieve it and 
the importance of rents in the consumers’ 
budget justify an exception for rents. This 
does not mean that we can sit tight on 
rents. Area-by-area removal of controls 
will be possible. The level of rents is now 
abnormally low. A gradual rise of ceilings 
would not only be a matter of equity; it 
would also hasten the achievement of a bal- 
ance between demand and supply of dwell- 
ings.

3. The early end of price control without 
the hazard of serious inflation requires full 
use of monetary and fiscal measures to 
eliminate excessive demand. 

This is a difficult and perhaps unpalata- 
ble recommendation. But in the transition 
to free markets we cannot be simultaneous- 
ly and consistently against inflation and in 
favor of low taxes, high Government out- 
lays and unlimited credit expansion. When 
stable prices and free markets are the ob- 
jective, strict Government economy, steep 
taxes and monetary restriction are not too 
high a price, 


CHALLENGE TO GARDENERS 


From the Chicago Sun. 
Chester Davis, chairman of the Famine 


_ Emergency Committee, recently told the 


nation that “the more gardens we have, 
the more food we can send abroad and the 
more lives we can save.” 

This appeal should be heeded now as a 
part of President Truman’s emergency pro- 
gram to fight starvation overseas. For the 
millions of vegetable plots in back yards 
and vacant lots across the nation are of no 
mean importance in the American food pic- 
ture. During the war years, close to one- 
third of all produce grown in this country 
came out of Victory gardens. 

It is urgent that this proportion be 
equaled or excelled in 1946. Secretary of 
Agriculture Anderson is right in saying 
that there is more need for gardens this 
first year of peace than in any year of the 
war. That need is measured in life or 
death for many of our fellowmen in the 
jands whose larders were emptied by the 
war—and at home in meeting our own 
requirements for a well-rounded diet. 

May the veterans of the vegetable plots 
be joined by a new army of the rake and 
hoe.

In professional radio jargon, a clambake 
is “a shapeless program filled with uncer- 
tainties, rehearsals marked by errors, 
changes and failures likely to result in a 
bad performance.” A cliff-hanger is “a se- 
rial dramatic program played at a high 
pitch of excitement on a strong note of 
suspense.” A creeper is a “performer who 
inches close to the microphone during the 
broadcast.” Also, of course, a disc jockey 
is “the master of ceremonies of a program 
of transcribed music (records) He turns 
them over.” 

Moreover, when you are listening to “an 
obsolete or mediocre musical number, or 
a hackneyed piece of writing or program; 
not mans best friend,” you are listening 
to a “dog.” Unimportant talk, in radio, is 
“drooling.” Mme. Cadenza is “a flighty fe- 
male vocalist,” and Mme. La Zonga is “a 
performer who dances nervously in front 
of a microphone.” 

A quick and perhaps too hurried search 
fails to disclose the radio term for a nervy- 
ous listener.

OCIALISTS have watched with a real sense of dismay and frus- 
tration the policy of the British Foreign Office in Spain. They

It is possible to defend the re- 
fusal to withdraw the British 
Ambassador from Madrid. Diplo- 
matic gestures which have no 
political or economic consequence 
are barely worthwhile. It is more 
@ifficult to understand the polite 
indifference with _ which the 
French proposals for joint action 
were received. 


Behind Cadogan’s Speech. 


Now we have Sir Alexander 
Cadogan’s speech, as British 
member of the Security Council, 
on the Polish indictment of the 
Franco regime. Of that speech, 
I can only say that I find it hard 
to understand how the represen- 
tative of a Socialist Government 
could ever have been instructed 
to make it. On the surface, the 
speech looked like an objective 
assessment of evidence in the pos- 
session of the British Foreign 
Office. But it must be read first 
in the background of the fact 
that Sir Victor Mallet, the British 
Ambassador to Madrid, belongs 
to the old and obsolete tradition 
in diplomacy, and that means that 
he is not anxious for the difficul- 
ties and the confusion which 
would follow the overthrow of 
Franco. 


Sir Alexander Cadogan may be 
formally right in saying that 
Franco has no aggressive inten- 
tion today; the most important 
thing, with which he did not deal, 
is that Franco’s Spain is a most 
important base for the renewal 
of Fascist activity. That “official 
and semi-official German assets” 
have been handed over to the Al- 
lied commission means nothing 
at all until we know what is 
really covered by this phrase. 

The very fact that Sir Alexan- 
der Cadogan thought Franco 
should be forgiven for his support 
of Nazism, partly because he was 
convinced that Hitler was going 
to win and partly because he was 
not alone in that support, is an 
outrageous argument for the rep- 
resentative of a Socialist Govern- 
ment to make. 


Despair for Socialists. 


Foreign Secretary Ernest Bevin 
has said that the Franco regime 
was “detestable.” The inference 
Sir Alexander Cadogan seems to 
draw is that verbal condemnation 
is enough. But it is not enough. 

It does not make one feel that 
the deed is proportionable to the 
“word when Anglo-American eco- 
nomic relations with Franco are 
increased and not diminished. It 
brings Socialists near to despair 
when the April number of the 
Board of Trade Journal looks for- 
ward to a “sound and lasting de- 
velopment of trade” with Franco. 

For nothing else is so likely to 
strengthen Franco’s position. 


such figure as 10,000. So are the 
men of Vichy and Cagoulards. A 
fountain of naturalization certif- 
icate pours protection over many 
of the number who are working 
with the more extreme elements 
of the Falangist party. 

The prisons remain full. Execu- 
tions go persistently on and the 
torture of prisoners remains a 
daily commonplace. Spanish of- 
ficers still sport with pride their 
Hitler decoration for having 
fought in the Blue, Division. 

Sir Alexander adogan must 
know the record of the Spanish 
Republicans in Norway, the great 
services they rendered to the 


French Maquis. He must know 
that we are pledged to the up- 
rooting of Fascism everywhere. 
Is the carefully blind eye we turn 
to Franco one of the ways we 
fulfill this policy? 

The spokesmen of the British 
Foreign Office fall over one anoth- 
er in their efforts to tell us that 
interference with Franco will only 
strengthen his position. Or they 
insist that the Spanish people are 
a proud people who would resent 
dictation from the outside. Or 
they say that the Fascist regime 
there is incapable of aggressive 
action and thus raises no inter- 
national problem. 


Prediction of Civil War. 


We used to be told all that first 
about Mussolini and then about 
Hitler. Now, at least, we know 
that the “appeasement” of both 
of them was one of the sources 
of their strength. The pundits 
of the Foreign Office sometimes 
aver that the Giral Government 
has not weight enough to be 
recognized. And sometimes they 
whisper that the real way out is 
to put Don Juan on the throne 
and have free “elections.” 

Then we are told that any at- 
tempt to restore a Republican 
regime would be followed by civil 
war and that no one in Spain 
wants civil war. I can well be- 
lieve that, after the horrors of the 
last 10 years. But there is a 
civil war in Spain. Franco wages 
war as the relentless process of 
executions and imprisonment and 
the military combing of the 
frontier passes where half-armed 
Republicans await their oppor- 
tunity goes on unchecked. 

Franco stays in power by virtue 
of the differences in the Security 
Council. If the Council adopted 
a course of action and stuck to 
it, he would not last more than 
a few months and the monstrous 
regime he now imposes would 
crumble from within. Let the 
Security Council try the effect, 
first, of giving provisional recog- 
nition to the Republic in exile 
and, second, of cutting off Fran- 
co’s oi] supplies.

Mr. Hughes’s Visit. 


That, however, was before the 
visit to the White House of former 
Chief Justice Charles Evans 
Hughes. Hughes, at the Presi- 
dent’s request, visited the White 
House last Monday afternoon. He 
was asked for his advice about 
the appointment and he gave it. 


The weight of that advice was 
that the Chief Justice should be 
selected from outside the ranks of 
the court. At almost the same 
time, similar advice came from 
other sources with a prestige and 
influence that compelled the Pres- 
ident to take heed. 

It had been expected that the 
announcement of the elevation of 
Jackson or Douglas would come 
Tuesday or Wednesday. The ap- 
pointment was delayed to give 
the President time to consider the 
new perspective. The powerful ar- 
gument for selecting the chief 
from outside the court went as 
follows: 


Only in that way could the deep: 
split within the court be healed. 
Selection of either Jackson or 
Douglas would tend to perpetuate 
a feud that has gone beyond the 
bounds of anything hitherto 
known in the history of the Su- 
preme Court. While the President 
had some understanding of how 
bitter this feud has grown, he 
learned more about it as he 
studied the background of the dis- 
pute and the personalities in- 
volved in it. 


A Firm Schoolmaster. 


The iate Chief Justice Stone 
was a tolerant man who believed 
in the right of self-expression. As 
an associate justice, he had some- 
times resented the discipline ex- 
ercised over the court by Hughes 
as Chief Justice. Hughes was a 
schoolmaster who believed in firm 
discipline. 

Perhaps because of Stone’s hu- 
Manness and nis tolerance, the 
clashing personalities on the court 
tended to get out of hand under 
his chief justiceship. It is the 
practice on the court for the chief 
to. state his opinion first, and the 
traditior is that he do so with- 
out interruption.

HE burden of responsibility in selecting a new Chief Justice of 
the United States has weighed upon President Truman more than 
anything else with which he has been faced in the year he has 


though he were a college debater, 
while he read his opinions. 

In one extraordinary instance, 
the Chief Justice’s personal integ- 
rity was challenged. There was a 
painful and awkward interval in 
which Stone sought, successfully, 
to muster his emotions. 

The extent of the feeling on 
the court has hardly been a secret. 
It has been especially bitter be- 
tween Justices Frankfurter and 
Black. Jackson, siding usually 
with Stone and ordinarily an even- 
tempered man, has not concealed 
his feelings in*some of his opin- 
ions and also in one or two public 
addresses. 

To cure this breach or, at any 
rate, to restore order and dignity 
to the court seemed th:n, as the 
President studied the matter, to 
be the first consideration. The 
advice of the venerable Hughes 
weighed heavily in the scales the 
President was trying to balance. 


Where to Find the Man? 


There was also another related 
consideration. It was argued that, 
if any member of the present 
court were to be elevated, he would 
be a Roosevelt rather than a Tru- 
man appointee, since he would 
have been named to the court in 


predecessor. 

In the earnest discussions in 
the White House, the hope ap- 
peared of naming a man from 
outside the court who would seem 
to be above politics, above the 
conflict between liberal and con- 
servative, right and left. Such a 
man, it was believed, would restore 
the court to something like 
harbw.wny. 

But then the question was 
where to find such a man. There 
are very few men who have been 
above the contemporary battle and 
yet who, at the same time, have 
the qualifications for what has 
been called the most important 
judicial office in the. world. 

That is why, conceivably, the 
President may in the end turn to 
the court for his choice. He may 
take quick action to end the 
speculation that has _ persisted 
since Stone died. But whatever 
the nature of the final choice, it 
has been for the President a heart- 
searching trial.

BACH FESTIVAL OPENS 
WITH ORGAN RECITAL 


E. Power Biggs Avoids Fancy 
Stops, Plays With Va- 
riety of Expression. 


By THOMAS B. SHERMAN 

’ The annual St. Louis Bach Fes- 
tival was begun last night with an 
organ recital by E. Power Biggs 
in the Second Baytist Church, Al- 
though organ music is easily ac- 
cessible to the public, it is not 
often that most concert-goers hear 
the great organ works of Bach 
performed in anything like the ap- 
proximate style in whieh they 
were conceived. 

Several of the numbers on last 
night’s program have been played 
in orchestral and piano transcrip- 
tions and a compafison of the 
two forces one to a conclusion that 
orchestral arrangements in par- 
ticular, are generally false to the 
spirit of the music, even when 
they are guided by the purest in- 
tentions. The intrusion of dynam- 
ic nuance and personal romantic 
coloring are almost impossible to 
escape with a large body of mod- 
ern string players addicted to the 
vibrato. 

Mr. Biggs’ performance was 
adapted to the style of the music. 
Horizontal dynamic levels ‘were 
maintained, the contrasts in gen- 
eral being between piano, forte 
and fortissimo, and the color mix- 
tures employed were kept free 
from any of the fancy stops that 
are a part of the equipment of 
most modern organs. An ,excep- 
tion was the limited use of the 
tremolo. 

Within this framework, how- 
ever, there was color sufficient 
to provide the needed variety of 
expression, but without compro- 
mising the essential impersonal 
nobility of the music. Clarity of 
line prevailing in all the voices 
was a consistent characteristic of 
Mr. Biggs’ playing, as was a 
strong and vital rhythm. Num- 
bers which were particularly im- 
pressive were the “St. Anne’s 
Fugue” with Prelude, the some- 
what romantic Concerto in D- 
minor in the style of Vivaldi, the 
“Little Fugue” in G-minor and the 
monumental Toccata and Fugue 
in D-minor. 

Mr. Biggs also played the G- 
major Prelude and Fugue, known 
as the “Great Fugue,” three selec- 
tions from the “Art of the 
Fugue” and three Choral Pre- 
ludes from the “Little Organ 
Book.” 

This recital was sponsored by 
the Missouri Chapter of the 
American Guild of Organists. 

The Bach Festival will be con- 
tinued tonight with a chamber 
music concert in Sheldon Audi- 
torium.

SHIFTED 10 FOOD 


SHORTAGE AREAS 


Purpose of U.S. Order Is 
to Make Ships Avail- 
able for Fishing and 
Transport of Supplies. 


WASHINGTON, May 3 (AP)— 
In a new attack on the world food 
crisis, the Government acted to- 
day to shuit all available small 
vessels to Europe, the Middle East 
and the Fer East for use in fish- 
ing and food transport. 


The White House announced 
that Reccnversion Director John 
W. Snyder had called on the State 
Department, the War Assets Ad- 
ministration, the War Shipping 
Administsation and the War and 
Navy departments to assist in 
providing the vessels. 


The agencies were asked to give 
countries in food shortage areas 
an opportunity “to acquire usable 
small vessels up to 1000-ton ca- 
pacity which have been or can be 
declared surplus.” 

Other developments on the food 
front: 


1. UNRRA Director Fiorello H. 
LaGuardia announced seven 
ships loaded with emergency 
food supplies will be sent “im- 
mediately” from North and 
South Amefica to Austria in an 
effort to alleviate “horrible”

famine conditions. The vessels 
will carry 46,000 tons of supplies, 
including wheat, peas, fats, fish 
and sugar. 


2. The House passed unani- 
mously and sent to the White 
House a Senate-approved bill re- 
moving a legal bar. on private 
shipment of relief goods to for- 
mer enemy nations, 

A Senate agriculture subcom- 
mittee recommended yesterday 
that all price controls and sub- 
sidies on meat and livestock be 
removed immediately, It reported 
to the Senate that controls and 
price regulations “have completely 
broken down,” price ceilings are 
fiction and “insanitary slaughter- 
ing” in black markets is “imper- 
iling the national health.” 

The report was signed by four 
of the five members. They were 
Chairman Thomas (Dem.), Okla- 
homa, and Senators’ Bushfield 
(Rep.), South Dakota, Wheeler 
(Dem.), Montana and Stewart 
(Dem.), Tennessee. The fifth mem- 
ber is Senator Aiken (Rep.), Ver- 
mont. 

The report said the committee 
“is convinced that there would not 
be any skyrocketing or wild infla- 
tion in meat prices if controls 
were removed.” 

“At the worst,” it declared, “the 
public would not have to pay any 
more for meat . . . than it is now 
paying, considering black market 
prices and subsidies.” 

The subsidies amount to $750, 
000,000 a year. Office of Price Ad- 
ministration officials have _ esti- 
mated that removal of subsidies 
would necessitate an increase of 
five to six cents a pound in meat 
price ceilings. 

The subcommittee’s report 
quoted an unidentified Agricul- 
ture Department representative as 
saying that if controls and price 
ceilings were removed “meat 
prices at retail would advance 
from 10 to 15 per cent, represent- 
ing a saving of from 5 to 10 per 


paying the black marxet, as well 
as the $750,000,000 being paid out 
annually in subsidies.” 

The committee held lengthy 
hearings on the meat situation. 

Secretary of Agriculture Ander- 
son told the Senate Banking Com- 
mittee Wednesday that if.current 
efforts do not relieve the meat 
situation in 90 days, he would 
favor removal of price controls on 
meat. 

To Check Dumping Reports. 

Chairman Carl Vinson (Dem.), 
Georgia, of the House Naval 
Committee told a reporter he had 
named a subcommittee of Repre- 
sentatives Rivers (Dem.), South 
Carolina and Hess (Rep.), Ohio, 
to check reports that canned food 
had been dumped at Astoria, Ore., 
and Charleston, S. C., naval sta- 
tions. 

“We don’t know if the Navy is 
guilty of dumping food or if these 
reports are without truth, but we 
intend to find out immediately and 
let the public know whatvis | ap- 
peniug,” Vinson said. 

Rivers, who will be subcom- 
mittee chairman, said he had re- 
ceived reports that goods had been 
“dumped in the ocean.” 


Farm Union Head Demands Re- 
moval of Anderson. 


DENVER, May 3 (AP) — The 
office of James G. Patton, presi- 
dent of the National Farmers 
Union, made public last night a 
letter to President Truman de- 
manding the removal of Agricul- 
ture Secretary Anderson, “because 
of what Patton termed his fum-

Williams said it appeared that 
the fire was caused “by spontane- 
ous combustion or because of the 
carelessness of some individual.”

Dyer admitted that his Cardi- 
nals were in a batting slump, but 
insisted that he didn’t believe the 
club would continue to be weak 
against left-handed pitchers.

bit of nonsense, nevertheless, that’s made palatable by much 
humor and goodhumoredness in the telling, is 
the current headliner at the AMBASSADOR 
Theater. 
The story is from a novel by Edna Ferber, 
The Creole girl, beautiful as beauty, stormy as 
storm, etc., etc., according to the lushly florid 
formula of a novelist telling a light historical 
novel and the formula of the movies in retelling 
the story that the novelist told, is seeking revenge for humilia- 
tions inflicted on her mother by members of the girl's father’s 
family. The family was one of the proudest, smuggest, and 
most socially prominent families of Old New Orleans. And it 
was to New Orleans that the Creole girl came, dressed in 
fineries and so forth to conquer and to kill. While she was 
busy having revenge, she was, being a practical as well as a 
vindictive girl, also looking out for a husband. The husband 
had to be “rich and respectable,” for, ag the girl said, “A 
girl wants security.” She was not going to worry whether love 
came with the marriage, for, as the saying goes, “She knew 
what she wanted.” , 

The first real thing, though, that happens to the gir] afte 
she arrives in New Orlesns, is LOVE. “Mmm-hmmm,” a couple 
of girls in seats behind your reviewer said with utmost satis- 
faction at this denouement, “thought she’d get away without 
love, eh?” Hmmm indeed. Love was in the shape of a cowboy, 
practically as big as the State the cowboy was from. For the 
rest of the picture, the girl chases revenge and a fortune and 
the cowboy, a bit of a gambler, chases her. Who's going to 
win? Who's going to lose? Will the girl wed without love? 
With? Will the cowboy go back to chasing cows if he doesn’t 
gucceed in running down the girl? Such silly questions. 

So silly, too, to tell you that Ingrid Bergman plays the 
Creole girl, and that Gary Cooper plays the cowboy. You 
have probably known about this picture for weeks and weeks 
and weeks and have already been down to the Ambassador 
to see it and “to thrill to its incomparable love story,” as it 
gays here and there and here again in advertising and publicity 
campaigns in just about umpteen million national fan maga- 
zines and not in fine print either. 

But why quibble? Why nibble, ungratefully, at meanings, 
probabilities, plot, etc.? The glorious Bergman, who is 
certainly riding the very crest of the wave in movie popularity 
end fame. is in this picture. Everything else in it, therefore, 
“thrilling love story” and all, becomes secondary. Done up in 
a black wig, La Bergman’s enchanting. So let matters rest. 
Flora Robson plays the Creole’s mulatto servant and friend. 


Return of Dolores Del Rio 

“PORTRAIT OF MARIA,” a film made in Mexico and 
presented here with a very successful superimposure on the 
sound track of American dialogue, is the highly unusual item 
now at the ORPHEUM. 

Dolores Del Rio, a star, you might almost 
say, of yesterday, but a star who is as beautiful 
today as when she was at the zenith of her 
popularity some eight years ago, is Maria of this 
picture, 

Maria was the daughter of a “fallen woman,” 
dead now, of the intolerant Indian village set 
festeringly in the center of lovely fields and flower-strewn 
- piverg. Shunned and hated by her holier-than-thou neighbors, 
the girl lived a comparatively quiet life on her small farm with 
her flower and vegetable beds and the small pig she was 
raising for sale, as a future big pig, to buy a wedding dress 
zo that she might look good to the simple villager who'd de- 
parted from the ways of his fellow-villagers in that he’d fallen 
in love with her. 

She comes into the village one day to try and sell her 
flowers at market. There she is seen by the great Mexican 
painter who is sketching life in Mexico not as one wishes it 
were but as it is. The painter, with the seeing eyes of the pro- 
fessional appraiser of beauty, truth and the eternal verities, 
knows that this rejected girl is the most beautiful Indian girl 
he’s ever seen. He offers to paint her. 

The end comes swiftly, In a powerfully poetic swelling of 
events. The villagers hear that the girl has posed for the 
painter. They look in through the windows of his studio, see 
the “Portrait of Maria,” splendid and beautiful and nude. 
Each is ready to cast the first stone All] these first stones, 
thrown at once by a lynch mob, beat the girl to death. 

“Portrait of Maria” is told as a flashback by the painter, 
several years after the stoning, for whom the girl had posed. 
The irony was this—that Maria had not posed for him in the 
nude, but that the painter, anxious to complete what he con- 
sidered hig greatest work, had changed it to a nude with the 
help of anothér model. This picture, even though it is devel- 
oped much more slowly than American films are, should be a 
must item for anybody interested in really superior pictures. 


The Ways of the Arans : 

“MAN OF ARAN,” one of the great documentary films of 
all time, begins a return engagement at the ART Theater, 
3148 Olive street, tomorrow. | 

Based, by Director Robert Flaherty, on the 
most authentic material; set in the Aran Islands, 
three small rocky almost-wastelands off the 
west coast of Ireland; with a native cast, and 
with an especially composed musical score based 
by John Greenwood on the original Irish folk 
songs of the Arans, “Man of Aran” tells the 
story of the way of life of a small handful of 

people most of us have hardly even heard of. 

The “man of Aran” is a fisherman who spends the summer 
hunting and killing sharks in order to light his lamps during 
the cold winters. He is a farmer who, with hardly more than 
his bare hands, but with man’s incomparable intelligence, 
courage and resourcefulness, breaks up the top surfaces of 
rock on the islands, fills the still-rocky hollows with seaweed, 
which he drags up from the sea in bales on his back, and 
from the seaweed, mixed and made fertile with the leavening 
of rock crushed to dirt and his own hope and sweat, grows 
potatoes, his daily bread. The son of the “man of Aran” is 
a smali wiry purposive boy, with eyes like hawks’ eyes, and 
hands that hold like eagles’ talons, who climbs the sides of the 
cliffs that fringe the islands, to steal eggs from the wild birds. 
The wife of the man is a beast of burden who is made woman 
by her devotion under well-nigh intolerable circumstances, 

“Man of Aran” is a film to become rhapsodic over. Again, 
if you’re one of those who is easily content with nothing but 
the best, go see it.

ORTUNATELY, one of the 

most fascinating rooms in the 

house to the baby is the 
kitchen. It is the best place in the 
world to start his education. It 
has more situations for learning 
some of the most valuable lessons 
than any other place he might go. 
Most all of the tools he needs for 
his first experiments in learning 
are here. Who can deny that they 
baby gets a lot of fun and 
entertainment out of banging a 
spoon on a pan? He learns how 
to play with every piece of equip- 
ment that his mother allows him 
to have and with this contact, he 
learns about the nature of each 
piece because of touching and 
handling. He learns about shapes, 
sizes, and how one thing fits into 
another, such as lids fitting on 
pans; and so he develops motor 
skills, judgment and ability to rea- 
son, and he learns the names of 
things and their particular uses. 


As the child grows older, he will 
be able to help stir up batter, beat 
eggs, dry dishes, scrub the pota- 
toes, etc. He will also see what 
happens to a potato that goes into 
the pot raw and comes out mealy, 
white and tender. He will thrill to 
see mother take a cake out of the 
oven, cool it, make a puffy icing, 
and maybe have a hand in adding 
a bit of color to turn it into a 
lovely creation to look at and a 
delightful thing to eat. The child 
who fails to have the intelligent 
and loving guidance of a mother 
in the kitchen is growing up with- 
out much of a long view into the 
future. A child who fails to ob- 
tain such experience is really and 
truly handicapped throughout life. 
That is what my observation 
teaches me. 

Scrambled Eggs With Calf Brains. 

Soak one-half pound calf brains 
in cold water 30 minutes. Drain 
and barely cover with boiling 
water.

lar substance of the heart, the 

heart muscle. Myocarditis is 
inflammation of the myocardium; 
inflammation of the muscular 
walls of the heart. Acute myo- 
carditis is an acute inflammation 
of the wall of the heart. The dis- 
ease occurs at all ages in both 
sexes, but is commonest in child- 
hood and early adult life. It is 
comparatively rare in individuals 
more than 40 years old. The dis- 
ease frequently runs its course 
without producing any symptoms, 
making the diagnosis difficult, It 
is probably always secondary and 
usually is associated to a certain 
degree with any of the acute in- 
fections, but occurs most frequent- 
ly in such conditions as rheuma- 
tic fever, scarlet fever, septicemia, 
etc, 

It may result from direct action 
of the infecting organism on the 
heart or from the toxins produced 
by the associated disease. 

Chronic myocarditis is much 
more frequent than the acute type 


T HE myocardium is the muscu- 


and occurs more often in men 
than women. One-third of all 
cases occur between the ages of 
50 and 60, but a larger majority 
occur between 40 and 70. These 
figures are from conditions with- 
out structural lesions of the valves 
of the heart. 

Myocarditis signifies a chronic 
inflammation of the heart muscle 
with weakening and degeneration 
resulting. It is always present in 
valvular heart disease and is 
present in varying degrees in 
other diseases, such as hardening 
of the arteries, chronic kidney 
disease, acute inflammatory 
rheumatism and many chronic ail- 
ments or acute germ diseases. 

The treatment of myocarditis is 
essentially the same as that for 
valvular heart disease. In many 
cases especially in elderly people 
chronic myocarditis is present, 
but outside of restriction of ac- 
tivity, no further treatment is sug- 


gested.

He's the Hottest Thing in Town 


Indeed, Stan Kenton Is Currently Ranked at Top of Nation's Bandleaders 


WHILE LE HUNDREDS | OF TRUE BELIEVERS CROWD AROUND IN REVERENT ATTENTION, STAN KENTON DIRECTS HIS “ORCHESTRA IN His CUR- 
RENT APPEARANCE HERE.

EITHER rain nor heat nor 
Netcom of night mor anything 

short of monsoon can stay 
Stan Kenton’s admirers from their 
appointed rounds when their fa- 
vorite bandleader is in town, On 
a drenchingly dreary opening 
night on which any other band 
would have laid, not only an egg, 
but a souffle, Kenton and the 
crew that’s been much publicized 
as the “Band of the Year” attract- 
ed 3000 vigorously appreciative 
fans to Tunetown ballroom where 
they displayed the kind of adula- 
tion and adoration that hasn’t 
been observed by jazz historians 
since circa early Goodman. Before 
Kenton’s one-week engagement is 
up he’s expected to break all local 
records, a feat he’s been accom- 
plishing on a national basis. 

Purveyor of a powerhouse 
brand of music, which staider folk 
no doubt brand a lot of noise but 
which the kids and jazz critics 
love, this new prophet is as ener- 
getic and dynamic as that music, 
and he started out here by putting 
the lovers of Such tone poems as 
“artistry Jumps,” “Shoo Fly Pie,” 
“Eager Beaver” and “The Four 
Month, Three Week, Two Day, 
One Hour Blues” in hep heaven. 
Their reception must have had an 
equally happy effect on the stub- 
born young man who had his own 
ideas of how music should be 
played and was determined to 
make them pay off. 

Now very much at the top of 
the precarious heap of music 
makers, Kenton can look back at 
what is probably the hardest hoed 
rows any band leader has exper- 
ienced. The scoffers and sneerers 
are, to follow an uncertain simile, 
somewhere back along the row, 
eating crow, but there was atime 
several years ago that they 
prompted him to say rather hotly 
that he’d “go back to playing 
piano in a saloon” if he couldn't 
play as he liked. 

“If the songpluggers and hack 
writers and disc jockeys and the 
public itself don’t subscribe to 
our ideas I'll get out,” he an- 
nounced. “I’ve played solo piano 
for drunks in saloons before and 
I can do it again.” 

Reminded of that statement 
and the fact that he hasn't as yet 
resorted to bistro boogie, Kenton 
grinned. 

“Well, I haven’t done that yet,” 
he said, “but I guess there's atill 
time. To me the worst thing in 
the world is to compromise with 
what you feel is right and I 
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wouldn’t be in the music business 
on any other terms that 1 am 
right now. 

“It’s a discouraging business 
and it’s just through sheer deter- 
mination that you don’t give: up. 
You start your own band because 
you have a lot of ideas of your 
own and there are things your 
ego tells you could be improved. 
Then the most disappointing 
thing you learn after you get a 
band is that the people who run 
the various places of business 
aren't really interested in what 
you play at all but in how many 
people come to hear you play it. 
Most operators wouldn’t care if 
you had a flute player and a guy 
on a broom. Their only proof is 
the box office.” 

Kenton’s box office proof of his 
one-time radical ideas is his Hol- 
lywood Palladium record of the 
biggest box office gross for any 
band engagement in 1945, win- 
ning the admiration of the boys 
who may not know much about 
“emotional intensity” and “driving 
force” in music but appreciate 
the driving force of the Yankee 
dollar. 

The Palladium record was a 
poetically just touch in a way 
since Kenton is almost a native 
Californian or as native as any 
Californian, having lived there 
since he was two. He was born, 
34 years ago, on a farm near 
Wichita, Kan., son of a garage 
mechanic father and a music 
teacher mother. In spite of the 
music teaching mothér he was 14 
before he had his first piano les- 
son but from that time on, every- 
thing else in his life was sec- 
ondary. 

When he finished high school 
in Bell, Calif., he entered music 
professionally, playing with two- 
piece outfits in the less exclusive 
joints. Gradually moving up, he 
played with better bands and did 
radio work from 1936 to 1940 but 
still without feeling much artistic 
satisfaction. In 1941 he staked 
everything he had on organizing 
his own band which had an un- 
pretentious opening at a ballroom 
at Balboa Beach, and promptly 
made one of the fastest rises in 


music history by moving directly 
to the Palladium, Frank Dailey’s 
Meadowbrook, the New York 
Roseland, and the Sherman Pan- 
ther Room in Chicago, 

From a terrific success in Cali- 
fornia, the early Kenton band 
made a terrific flop in the East 
and the leader was understand- 
ably confused, 

“I didn’t know whether I wanted 
to please myself and the real fans 
we had or whether I wouldn't 
do better by making compro- 
mises,” he says. 

For a year he compromised by 
a radio appearance on the Bob 
Hope show, a move which was 
later estimated to have cost him 
$50,000. 

“I don’t think it was quite that 
bad,” he said, “but we spent time 
in Hollywood we could have spent 
on the road and gotten much far- 
ther, For one thing,-the people 
who listen to the Bop Hope show 
aren’t too interested in music. For 
another, Hope himself doesn’t 
care for instrumental music. Any 
music played on his show has to 
be the novelty ‘Onezy-twozy’ sort 
of thing. And after all you can’t 
tell 1 guy he’s wrong when he has 
the kind of rating Hope has. How 
can you tell him he ought to im- 
prove hig show when he’s already 
so far ahead of all the competi- 
tion? But Bob is a great guy 
and we played out our year with 
him with no hard feelings. It was 
just that as far as we were con- 
cerned it was a year wasted.” 

Sticking to his own theories 
from then on, Kenton proved 
right in his belief that the end of 
the war would see a revived in- 
teiest in what he calls “emotional 
jazz.” 

“I may be radical in my beliefs,” 
he says, “but I think the stylized 
Benny Goodman, Dorsey music 
has seen its day. When you look 
for trends in music you look at 
what the kids 12 to 18 like. They 
like something because they like 
it, not because they think they 
ought to, and these kids like the 
throb and pulse of our music. For 
them there’s nothing like it just 
as for those who were kids in 


1935 think there'll never be any- 
thing like the Goodman band of 
35." (We,agreed with reverently 
bowed head.) 

Even those admittedly not in 
the youthful age group agree that 
there are two outstanding things 
about Kenton’s band, aside from 
musical technique, One is the de- 
votion of the men in his band to 
him and the other is his own un- 
flagging enthusiasm, Never guilty 
of that blase, just another job 
attitude on the stand, he appears 
to be completely knocked out by 
every fine passage no matter how 
often he’s heard it before. 

Not much of a talker himself, 
his conversation is divided be- 
tween his family—his wife and 5- 
year-old daughter—and his band 
family, and he dwells with delight 
on the merits of drummer Shelly 
Manne, sax player Vido Musso, 
trombonist Kai Winding, arranger 
Pete Rugulo, and everyone else 
in the band. There is a rumor, 
of course, that Kenton himself 
plays a nice piano.

North-South were using the 
three no-trump overcall of an op- 
posing shut-out bid as a demand 
for a takeout—hence South's 
strange-looking four - heart re- 
sponse was correct, 


West opened the spade ace and, 
on sight of dummy, quickly 
shifted to a low club. Declarer 
won with the king and immedi- 
ately made a play that was to 
prove fatal—he led a trump to 
dummy. East won and returned 
the diamond .queen. West, though 
void of diamonds, was also out 
of trumps, hence could not ruff. 
The king won and now declarer 
had to get back to his own hand 
to ruff the spade jack. (He would 
need dummy’s fourth club for a 
diamond discard.) A club was led 
to the queen and the spade jack 
was duly ruffed, but now it was 
impossible for declarer to draw 
East’s last trump. He ended up 
by losing a diamond which, with 
the heart and spade tricks already 
. conceded, meant the defeat of the 
contract, 

Declarer would have had no dif- 
ficulty in taking eleven tricks if, 
after winning East’s club play at 
the second trick, he had immedi- 
ately ruffed his spade jack with a 
high trump. Then he could have . 
knocked out the trump ace and 
eventually drawn trumps without 
running into entry trouble,
